Governor Promises ‘Fight 
to Finish’ With. Those 
Who Have Been Block- 
ing Money.

Unless something is done 
quickly about financing the 

common school system in Geor- 
gia, most of the schools. will 
have to end their present term 
in January, Governor Rivers 
told a radio audience last night 
in the first of a series of ad- 
dresses he is scheduled to de- 
liver before Christmas. 

Rivers said he woilld go into 
the school situation more thor- 
oughly than this brief remark next 
Saturday night when he. speaks 
again. He added “the schools pre- 
sent the gravest problem to the 
state ‘ government.” 

Besides this mention of the 
gravity of the school situation, the 
Governor last night called upon 
Georgia voters to demand of their 
representatives in the general as- 
sembly that they: provide funds to 
finance his program of state re- 
form, chiefly the seven-month 
school term, social security. and 
the expanded Ao health serv- 
ice.

blocking the financing program,” 
and Jaid down the accomplish- 
ments of his administration and 
cited the three major endeavors 
which he said could not be car- 
ried to completion until adequate 
funds to finance them are placed 
in the general treasury. 

Rivers said he would approach 
“the problem logically and reason 
with the people and let them de- 
termine for themselves if the pro- 
gram should be financed.” 

He made no request for addi- 
tional or new taxes, nor did he ask 
for diversion of highway money, 
but adhered to his previously an- 
“slong with the legislators in any- 
thing except doing nothing.” 
nounced stand that he will go 

To Quit Diplomacy. 

“In approaching this problem 
heretofore I have been exceeding- 
ly diplomatic,” he said. “I cannot 
pursue a diplomatic course longer 
because those who are obstructing 
this program of financing are not 
using diplomacy. I must, therefore, 
fight fire with fire and during the 
series of addresses I have laid out 
I will take off the gloves. I will 
ask no quarter and I will give no 
quarter. We have had to fight 
hard to obtain the benefits for the 
people we have obtained and I ex- 
pect‘an even bitterer fight to fin- 
ish the program.”

MacDougall, whose appointment 
as new Georgia WPA head was 
announced yesterday morning by 
President Roosevelt, added that 
there would be no changes in the 
state WPA staff. 

“The Georgia program is rec- 
ognized as one of the best in the 
nation. I see no reason for change 
in either its personnel or policies,” 
he stated. 

Hangs on Wall. 

Hanging on a yellow wall be- 
hind Miss Shepperson’s desk, the

Preliminary work connected 
with the final annual session of 
the North Georgia Methodist con- 


ference, which will mark the close 
of 73eyears of Methodism under 
its direction, will be launched to- 
day. Bishop J. L. Decell, of Bir- 
mingham, will meet with his cabi- 
net of district superintendents and 
begin arranging the pastoral ap- 
pointments for the next year. More 
than 300 pastors connected with 
the conference will have their as- 
signment for the coming year con- 
sidered, besides a large number of 
conference members who have 
been given special assignments in 
educational or connectional work. 

The annual conference session 
proper will not begin until 2 
o’clock Wednesday afternoon at 
Wesley Memorial church. The cur- 
rent year’s sitting of the church 
body will be the 73d since the 
organization of the conference in 
1866, and will be the first sitting 
of the body under the new Meth- 
odist church as constituted since 
the unification of the three larger 
bodies of Methodists in the United 
States. 

Peak Moment. 

The conference session this year 
is expected to attain the moment 
of highest interest at 10 o’clock 
Thursday morning, when confer- 
ence members of the Methodist 
Episcipal church, the Methodist 
Episcipal Church, South, and the 
Methodist Protestant church meet 
as one body, and affirm their al- 
legiance and loyalty to the United 
Methodist church. 

Many hundreds of visitors are 
expected in Atlanta Thursday, for 
the special purpose of attending 
the union service. An _ elaborate 
ritual and program has been ar- 
ranged for every person attend- 
ing to have in hand all the re- 
sponses and hymns. 

Four Bishops to Participate. 

Four Methodist bishops will 
partipicate in the service of recog- 
nition of union. Bishop J. L. De- 
tell, of Birmingham; Bishop W. 
T. Watkins, of Atlanta; Bishop U. 
V. W. Darlington, of Huntington, 
W. Va., and Bishop F. T. Keeny, 
of Miami, each will take a lead- 
ing part. The Rev. W. M. Hunton, 
president of the Georgia Method- 
ist Protestant conference, will also 
take part.

WILLKIESAYSU. 
CAN START BOOM 


Sustained Period of Pros- 
perity Up to Govern- 
ment, He Declares Here.

The democracy of America will 
not be preserved on, the battle- 
fields of Europe but on the: “home 
front,” and then only if it is per- 
mitted to function freely, Wendell 
L. Willkie, president of the Com- 
monwealth & Southern Company, 
parent company of the Georgia 
Power Company, said here yester- 
day. 

Here to discuss 1940 budgetary 
operations of the Georgia Power 
Company with President Preston 
S. Arkwright, the nation’s No. 1 
power executive declared that “if 
the government ceases its attacks 
on business and limits the restric- 
tions it is placing on industry, the 
United States should enter soon 
upon the, greatest period of sus- 
tained prosperity in its history.” 

Suggests Three Steps. 

“The prosperity will come, war 
or no war, if the government: lets 
business alone,” Mr. Willkie said. 

Describing himself as a liberal, 
he called for three steps which he 
said would “send America on its 
way.” He listed them: : 

1. Change in the government at- 
titude toward business. 

2. More scientific tax structure 
to encourage business. 

3. Reduction in the discretions 
exercised by new commissions in 
Washington. 

Billions for Investment. 

A lessening of government pres- 
sure on. business, Willkie said, 
would result in immediate invest- 
ment of many billions ‘of dollars 
now lying idle in banks and bring 
about an era of business construc- 
tion and rehabilitation which 
would wipe out the unemployment 
problem. 

“A study by the Brookings In- 
stitute shows that American indus- 
try could spend $25,000,000,000 in 
construction and rehabilitation,” 
he asserted.‘ “This would go for 
delayed work and other develop- 
ments. The banks are filled to 
overflowing with money. Now, if 
we can get that money invested in 
industry for construction and re- 
habilitation requirements we can 
come pretty close to solving our 
problem of 10,000,000 unemployed 
persons.” 

Willkie asserted that the reason

The body of the 30-year-old 
unmarried woman found shod 
to death on a lonely road near 
Marietta Friday night was posi« 
tively identified yesterday ag 
that of Miss K. Johnson, of 307, 
Crew street, Atlanta, but the 
exact manner by which she 
came to her death still was 
shrouded in mystery. 

Two hours after Mrs. Maud 
Gordy, S. J. Beck and Mrs. Lula 
Ray—all three roomers at 307 


Crew street—viewed the body at 
the Mayes Funeral Home in Ma- 


rietta and established identifica< 
tion, a coroner’s jury returned an 
open verdict and recommended 
that officers continue their inves« 
tigations as to whether Miss John« 
son was killed by someone or com- 
mitted suicide. 

Captain Ben W. Seabrook, head. 
of the Atlanta police identification 
bureau, said there was consider- 
able interest in what happened to 
one of Miss Johnson’s trunks 
which was whisked away from the 
Crew street rooming house in a 
green truck with white crosses on 
the side shortly before she left 
about 11 o’clock last Thursday. 

Probe Continues. 

One of the principal reasons for 
the open verdict of the jury was 
to give detectives an opportunity 
to make a thorough check into the 


‘disappearance of the trunk, Cap- 


tain Seabrook said. He said the 
driver of the truck was a white 
man accompanied by a negro, and 
urged that the driver communi- 
cate with him. 

The three Crew street residents 
who identified the body describ- 
ed. Miss Johnson as “a very mys- 
terious woman.” They said she 
rarely conversed with anyone, 
closeted herself in her room with 
drawn shades, rarely received 
callers and never revealed any- 
thing about her past. They said 
she seemed.to be “a very nice, 
refined woman who never smoked 
or drank.” 

One of her most noticeable 
traits, the three agreed, was her 
melancholy disposition. Most of 
the time she wore a sad expres 
sion, they pointed out. 

Talked of Troubles. 

“She was talking to me recente 
ly about her troubles and she said 
that she was going off to a lonely 
spot and end it all,” Mrs. Gordy 
said. 

The dead woman was discover< 
ed at dusk last Friday by a ne« 
gro woman. With bags and cloth< 
ing scattered about her, a pistol 
near by with only one shell ex- 
ploded, she lay dead in a field on 
Olive Spring road, one mile from 
the Marietta country clubhouse. 

Belief that she had been mur- 
dered was held by officers because

Alderman Gilliam offered the 
resolution asking the state legis- 
lature to empower council to 
merge the three pension systems 
into one, established on a “sound 
actuarial basis.” 

Bond Action Deferred. . . 

Council deferred immediate ac- 
tion on another Gilliam resolution 
seeking to initiate a $5,000,000 
bond issue by sending it to the 
finance. committee for further 
study and refused to establish a 
special committee to study the 
city’s traffic problem as asked by 
Councilman John A. White. His 
proposal was filed. A plan to 
purchase 184 additional acres ad- 
joining the prison dairy farm for 
the sum of $12,800 was sent back 
to the finance committee. 

Councilman George B. Lyle’s 
proposal to abandon the prison 
farm and _ construction quarters 
adjacent to the police station to 
care for all prisoners “to save

Bond Drive Foreseen. 


Firemen get $75 monthly pen- 
sions, and their widows get $50. 
They pay 2 per cent of their sal- 
aries to help finance them, and 
1.25 per cent of the premiums of 
fire insurance collections are paid 
into the fund. At the present time, 
it has no appreciable balance, but 
the city under the law must sup- 
plement any lack of funds ‘to meet 
pensions: 

Councilman Frank Beck termed 
the bond issue move “as ridiculous 
with a war going on.” He insisted 
that the proposal go to the finance 
committee for a report. There was 
every indication, however, that an 
effort. will be made to launch a 
bond drive, probably next spring. 

White’s traffic committee reso- 
lution was for the purpose of cre- 
ating a committee to consider sev- 
eral drastic traffic measures in- 
cluding establishment of a series 
of one-way streets and non-park- 
ing aréas. The police committee 
already had voted to refer all of 
them to the 1940 police committee. 


Penal Farm Issue Up. 


When the finance committee 
presented the proposal to purchase 
the new acreage for the prison 
farm, a storm of protest swept 
council. Couricilman White then 
took the floor to announce that 
a compromise had been discussed 
and that if the proposal were re- 
turned to the committee, he be- 
lieved the matter could be ad- 
justed harmoniously. 

DeKalb county citizens, where 
the tract is located, opposed the 
purchase on the grounds that the 
new tract is too close to one of 
DeKalb’s white schools. The com- 
promise will attempt to buy only 
134 acres and léave a 50-acre 
stretch as a buffer between the 
farm boundary and the school. 

Lyle insisted that. operation costs 
at the dairy farm are excessive, 
but agreed to have his proposal 
go to the finance committee. He 
contended that costs this year ex- 
ceeded those of last year by about 
$17,000. 

While Lyle was scoring opera- 
tion of the farm, H. H. Gibson, 
superintendent, released report of 
production at the farm showing 
that the farm produced*products 
valued at more than $15,000: this 
year, and that permanent im- 
provements for the year exceed 
another $10,000.

At that time missionary offerings 
were for home missions. For this 
purpose Augusta St. John church 
that year contributed $350, and 
Warrenton $100; Athens First 
church gave $101, Elbert circuit 
$40, Rome First church $65, La- 
Grange First $38, Atlanta First $75, 
Griffin First $25, Milledgeville 
gave $51. The total for home mis- 
sions contributed by the entire con- 
ference was $3,£96. For 1868 the 
assessment for home missions was 
$6,000; for all other benevolences, 
$10,950. For this year, 1939, the 
askings of this conference for prac- 
tically the same purposes are 
$223,953. 

At that time there were 359 
churches valued at $359,330, while 
today there are 786 church build- 
ings, valued at $7,106,424. Parson- 
ages then numbered 42, and were 
valued at $53,750. Today there are 
259 parsonages, with a valuation 
of $932,075. For 1867 pastors and 
assistants received on salaries $48,- 
389, while last year pastors in this 
conference received $420,958. Pre- 
siding elders 73 years ago received 
$6,264, while last year they receiv- 
ed $40,176. The grand total of all 
money raised in the conference 
for all purposes from all sources 
was $83,276, while the grand total 
of a year ago was $1,272,919, 

Improvements Cited. 


Seventy-three years ago there 
were 38,211 church members in 
the conference and 6,685 negroes. 
The LaGrange district had more 
negroes than any other, there be- 
ing 1,512 negroes in that district. 

Among the things we now have 
that were not known 73 years ago 
may be mentioned the following: 
No women’s missionary societies, 
no laymen’s activities board, no 
teacher training or mission study 
program, no Epworth league, no 
orphans’ home, no hospital work, 
no superannuaté fund, no homes 
for superannuates, no insurance, no 
board of Christian education, no 
church extension effort on a 
grand scale, and a thousand other 
things now so common. 


Today, we have automobiles, 
furnace-heated churches, _ gas, 
water, electricity, telephones, com- 
fortable churches, parsonages for 
nearly every charge, and a hun- 
dred comforts our forefathers did 
not know. Our preachers today do 
not wear home-spun clothes, and 
our parishioners do not go _ to 
church horseback or wagons. We 
have many, many services of many 
kinds, where they usually had 
services once a month, 


The question inevitably con- 
fronts us today: Are we Method- 
ists of this day as religious, or more 
religious than were those Method- 
ists of 75 years ago? Also, are 
people of today of better character 
and happier than they were in the 
days of long ago? 

What do you think?

prior to the declaration of ap- 
probation by the entire confer- 
ence body. 

It has been stated that arrang- 
ing the ministerial appointments 
for this conference will be unus- 
ually difficult, due to the complica- 
tions to iise over the return of 
several men who have not been 
engaged in pastoral work in re- 
cent years. Also the incoming of 
some 40 or more ministers from 
the other uniting churches, and 
the admission on trial of a class of 
young men, each one of whom is 
to be assigned a pastoral charge, 
will add to the difficulties of the 
problem. 

Several Have Died. 

Several active pastors have died 
during the year, and several will 
likely superannuate at this con- 
ference session, while there will 
be transfers in and out of the 
conference. All these features add 
to the complexity of the work of 
making appointments. However, 
it is said, each minister will be 
provided with a charge, and each 
charge in the conference will be 
provided with a pastor. The list 
of new appointments will prob- 
ably be read at Wesley Memorial 
church late next Sunday after- 
noon. 

Associated with Bishop Decell 
in fixing the appointments will 
be the district superintendents 
who have charge of the 10 districts 
in this territory. Sitting with the 
cabinet in making the new ap- 
pointments will also be the rep- 
resentatives of the former Meth- 
odist Episcopal church and _ the 
former Methodist Protestant 
church. 

The full list of district super- 
intendents associated with the 
bishop in making the appointments 
is as follows: Dr. Waights G. 
Henry, of the Atlanta district; the 
Rev. C. L. Middlebrooks, of the 
Athens-Elberton district; the Rev. 
L. M. Twiggs, of the Augusta dis- 
trict; the Rev. T. M. Sullivan, of 
the Decatur-Oxford district; the 
Rev. J. S. Thrailkill, of the Dal- 
ton district; the Rev. Claude Hen- 
drick, of the Gainesville district; 
the Rev. W. M. Twiggs, of the 
Griffin district; the Rev. J. W. 
Veatch, of the LaGrange district; 
the Rev. Augustus Ernest, of the 
Mgrietta district, and the Rev. H. 
C. Holland, of the Rome district. 
The Rev. E. C. Drewry and the 
Rev. E. D. Carlock will be pres- 
ent at the cabinet meeting to rep- 
resent the former M. E. church, 
and the Rev. W. M. Hunton will 
represent the former M. P. church. 

Calls Issued. 

Calls have been issued for all 
committees and boards of the 
conference to hold their annual 
meeting Wednesday morning. 
More than a dozen will formu- 
late reports to be submitted at the 
opening session that afternoon at 
2 o’clock. 

Bishop Decell announces that 
the afternoon and night sessions of 
Wednesday will be devoted entire- 
ly to clearing all work of the 
year before the union service 
Thursday morning. Reports will 
be heard and adopted, preachers’ 
characters will be passed, the class 
admitted on trial, and the two- 
year men admitted into full con- 
nection. Immediately following 
the union service Thursday, the 
new body will enter upon its first 
session, and consider a program of 
activities for the coming year. 

Thursday afternoon the first 
ballot for general conference and 
jurisdictional conference delegates 
will be cast. Twenty-eight dele- 
gates are to be elected to these 
conferences, which are to be held 
next year. One-half of the dele- 


isters, and one-half laymen. Bal- 
lots are cast separately. 
Conference Program.

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Be ATLANT A, GA., NOVEMBER 21, 1939, 
Neo Room for Complaint 

Tt 1s difficult to see wherein legitimate 
labor organizations, or their honest leaders, 
can find grounds to complain against the 
statement by Assistant Attorney General Thur- 
man Arnold that organized labor, just like in- 
dustry itself, is subject to the federal anti- 
trust laws. 

It is, however somewhat startling to find 
that a law enforcement officer of the United 
States government finds it necessary to an- 
nounce that any form of organization, in this 
country, is subject to the law of the land. It 
had been presumed, at least by those innocent 
enough, that law applied alike to all citizens, 
individual or corporate. 

Attorney Arnold makes it plain his office 
contemplates nothing which will interfere with 
the recognized rights of organized labor. He 
listed, specifically, the maintenance of higher 


wage scales, strikes for higher wages and es- 


tablishment of the closed shop as union acti- 
‘vities which are perfectly legitimate. “The right 
of collective bargaining,” he said, “is recognized 
by the anti-trust laws to be a reasonable exer- 
cise of collective power.” 

There are activities exercised by a few un- 
scrupulous unions and union leaders, however, 
which are distinctly anti-social and, it is to be 
hoped, violative of either the anti-trust statute 
or some other law. In referring to these, At- 
torney Arnold named, as “unreasonable re- 
straints,” efforts to prevent the use of cheaper 
material, improved equipment or more effi- 
cient methods; efforts to compel the hiring of 
useless and unnecessary labor; efforts designed 
to “enforce systems of graft and extortion,“ 


and efforts designed to enforce “illegally fixed” : 


prices. 

Such objectives for a federal enforcement 
agency should receive the fullest endorsement 
of all honest labor organizations, as well as in- 
dividuals. If they can be stamped out the re- 
sultant benefit will be greater for labor it- 
self than for any other interests. 

The end of such practices would mean lower 
costs for goods, whatever they be, for the pur- 
chaser and, inasmuch as the purchaser is, in 
overwhelming proportion, the same individual 
as the worker, it is not difficult to see how the 
honest worker will benefit if the racketeer 
parasites are dislodged. 

Futhermore, organized labor will gain im- 
measurably in public esteem and will, there- 
by, multiply its power many times, when those 
who now injure its good repute are rooted out. 

Just as any other vessel, the good ship 
Labor will speed faster to the port of its dreams 
after the barnacles are cleaned from its hull.

He spoke of the possibility of 
colonization of the icy areas claimed by Uncle 
Sam and said he had seen indications, amidst 
the eternal ice, of coal deposits.

| Editorial of the Day : | 
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THE “CHECK-OFF” IN POLITICS.” 
(From the Washington News.) 


Executives of the United Mine Workers ‘have 
just levied a $2 special assessment, to raise a fund 
for political use, on all miners working five days 
or more per month, 

Collection will be automatic, for the union is 
closed shop and has the “check-off.” The union— 
and actually this means John L. Lewis, for he 
controls it absolutely and the assessment was 
levied without vote of the membership—merely 
notifies the coal operators to deduct the assess- 
ment from their employe’s pay. It is estimated 
that the total take will run between $800,000 and 
$1,000,000. 

We belicve the action has great significance 
and that it presents a national issue of first mag- 
nitude. For it involves the same element of pow- 
er concentration as that which resulted in legisla- 
tion forbidding corporation campaign contribu- 
tions, A labor union is not a corporation, There- 
fore it does not fall under the corrupt practices 
act. But when it grows so big that it can swing 
hundreds of thousands of dollars into a game 
where money talks, it should not be overlooked 
just because of legalistic terminology. . . . Sup- 
pees every other union with a closed-shop con- 

ct did wise. Or suppose Mr. Lewis chose 
to make the assessment $10 instead of $2. Sup- 
pose a partisan labor board used its powers to 
promote closed-shop contracts for unions which 
would raise funds to perpetuate its existence and 
assist the administration which appointed it. Any 
of those things could happen under the system 
employed by the executives of the United Mine 
Workers. 

It requires no stretch of the imagination to see 
a few labor and political leaders controlling the 
greatest bankroll ever dreamed of for the promo- 


tion of their own policies and ambitions.

“THE BEST POLITICS” McReynolds is a tall, lanky indi- 
‘ av - vidual pond a rr humorous 

ce and the slow, quiet drawl and easy-going manner of an Amer- 
ican plainsman. if he wore britches and -heeled boots instead 
of inconspicuous store clothes, you might take him for one of the 
friends and mentors of Owen Wister’s Virginian. He spends his 
days, generally with his feet on his desk, in one of the early Gen- 
eral Grant rooms at the State Department set aside for the Presi- 
dent’s executive assistants—the famous “secret six.” As the Presi- 
dent’s executive assistant in charge of personnel, his job is to keep 
the government’s vast, complex human mf&chinery running with 
reasonable smoothness. For 30 years, improving that machinery 
has been the ruling passion of his life, 

His approach is best illustrated by two anecdotes, In the 
"twenties, he was charged with setting up the Civil Service Com- 
mission’s classification system. Medieval rates of pay still per- 
sisted in some of the older government departments, and Mc- 
Reynolds was intent on enabling these departments to hire good 
men. An influential Republican on the house appropriations com- 
mittee, who was.a penny-wise, pound-foolish economizer, sent a 
message that, if McReynolds went on costing the government money, 
he would be ruined. McReynolds replied that he would do his 
best according to his lights, preferring to “be fired and keep enough 
self-respect so that he wouldn’t have-to shade his eyes when he 
shaved in the morning.” 

One of McReynolds’ civil servant traits is his ability to gain 
the respect and confidence of political leaders of the most various 
opinions. He was a trusted lieutenant of Ogden L. Mills, as he is 
now of the President and Henry Morgenthau Jr. Harry L. Hop- 
kins is also one of his cronies, and one day, when the WPA’s ad- 
ministrative horrors were particularly oppressive, Hopkins dropped 
in for a chat with McReynolds. Hopkins complained bitterly of 
his agency, but McReynolds, who was then in charge of treasury 
personnel, replied that Hopkins’ troubles were Hopkins’ fault. 
Hopkins half lost his temper, swearing at McReynolds, and telling 
him that, because the treasury insisted on turning down all the 
misfit job-seekers, the WPA had to find places for them. 

“Well, Harry,” said McReynolds, “you get no sympathy from 
me. You took these people for political reasons, but, if you and 
everyone else had the guts to face the facts, you would know that 
good administration is always the best politics in the end,” 


ACCIDENTAL EXPERT McReynolds entered the government 


almost by chance, taking a civil serv- 
ice examination for the fun of the thing while really intending 
to be a lawyer. But, six weeks after he was assigned to the post 
office department’s inspection service, he was placed on a commit- 
tee studying the department’s administrative problems. That in- 
jected him with his life passion. In the last three decades, he has 
had all sorts of titles in all kinds of administrations, but he has 
stuck to his chosen task till he knows more about the government 
service than any other man in the country. 

To find the best way to run things is all he cares about, and, 
in order to do so, he has studied the French, English and German 
civil services, read interminably, and spent vacations learning the 
methods of such great corporations as Standard Oil, American 
Telephone and Metropolitan Life, Under the present civil service 
system, McReynolds is an improbable accident. Under the one he 
is helping to devise, it is to be hoped that men like him will become 


the rule.

New Jersey permits Mr. Burns to remain there 
because the New Jersey officials decided Georgia’s justice was of 
a bad variety and that all convicts who escaped would be wel- 
come in New Jersey. 

New Jersey has been very much in the news here of late be- 
cause of the ruthless suppression of civil liberties by Mayor Hague, 
of Jersey City. 

The New Jersey newspapers were very, very casual about the 
beating of the negroes. No editorial voice was raised in their be- 
half. No righteous indignation moved any of the Officials who 
harbor the convict, to protest about the beating of the negroes from 


Georgia and Florida. 
The same pewapepers which carry large headlines ‘on southern 
“atrocities,” apparently did not recognize the a ty in their own 
state. Had the same thing happened in Geor it would have 
received much more space in the newspapers and much more 
ae from the public than this bit of mob rule in their own 
THE JERSEY MOB The Jersey mob was, 't suppose, very much 
: like our own,. composed ‘of ‘ance and 
viciousness, The incident proves nothing specific. Yet; I hope it 
will call attention to the fact that in the south such instances of 
mob violence grows less and less. 


The would-be mob at Smyrna some months ago was crushed 
out in quick order. The community, led by Editor Otis Brumby, 
whose editorial, “You Yellow Rats,” set the tempo of the people, 
stamped it out. ; 


Here in Atlanta there have been recent instances of the beating 
of negroes by bands of mien.. The Ku Klux Klan denies any con- 
nection. Police have been unable to arrest those responsible. 


Public indignation would be aroused in Atlanta as in Smyrna if 
per outrages were known, Not all are reported, probably because 
of fear. 


It might be that a law suit, such as the negroes filed against 
New Jersey, might serve to cal] attention to the incidents and make 
‘police more vigorous in their efforts to discover those responsible, 


The New Jersey outrage merely calls attention to the fact that 
ignorance and viciousness are not confined to the south. Conditions 
in the south are improving, slowly but surely. The instances of 
violence by small mobs of men who have beaten negroes in Atlanta, 
are fewer than in by-gone years. . 

This does not excuse those that are committed. It merely means 
we must keep working at developing tolerant thought and action; 
that we must insist the police officers bend every éffort to catch 
some of the perpetrators and bring them to justice, : 


THE There is an economic background 
ECONOMIC TIE-UP to most of the troubles. The prob- 


lem to be solved is one of economics. It is not essentially a social 
roblem 
. There is only one method of attack and that is to develop a 
spirit of tolerance and understanding. There has been too much 
selfishness in the treatment of the negro problem. There has been 
too little effort really to understand it, Not enough persons recall 
the words attributed to the late Booker T. Washington, that those 
who hold down the negro forget they have to stay down with him. 
Washington wrote that when he began to think of his school, he 
often was so distressed at the plight of his people he almost gave 
way to bitterness. Instead, he founded his school. Today many 
of the evils Booker T. Washington saw are gone, never to return. 


There is more tolerance, more understanding, but the fight must 
go on. The outrages such as New Jersey experienced and those 
which occur in Atlanta, grow fewer each year. But the causes 
underlying them can be attacked. Police efforts are, of course, 
only temporary. The real job is to attack the fundamental causes; 
to keep public opinion informed and aroused. 

The New Jersey incident is important only in that it demon- 
strates once again the fact the problem is not wholly southern.

If there is one vile business in this country more foul and con- 
temptible and loathsome than all the rest, it is that of bleeding and 
enslaving the helpless poor whose need is so desperat@ they dare 
not complain. es, 

The loan-shark is an outlaw, yet the law cannot rege him, He 
fakes his records to make all transactions seem legal. His victims, 
knowing little of law or business, are afraid to complain. ~ Even 
though they know they are being robbed, they feel in honor bound 
to keep their pledges. The curious snobbery that makes them 
ashamed of poverty, as though it were a personal fault, makes them 
dread exposure of their indebtedness. Thus they are silenced, like 
accessories to a crime; and the inhumanly merciless shark can bleed 
them white month after month, year after year, taking many times 
the sum he loaned—a combination of robbery and slavery, immune 
to the law. 

There are untold thousands of these sharks in America, and 
their victims number millions. Millions of the poor slaving to pro- 
vide a soft living for hard masters, 

Laws don’t stop it, for they have been tried. No law can reach 
those whose victims are silenced. 

The only way to destroy the usurer is to take his business. And 
the only way to take his business is to give the people a place 
where they can borrow small sums at a fair rate of interest. 

“Backward” Mexico has a government pawn shop where the 
poorest can borrow something, if they have only a pair of sandals 
to offer as collateral. ; 

If post offices can accept savings, they could also make small 
loans—not in competition with banks or legitimate business, but 
to save the honest poor from outlaw sharks.

Approximately 10,000 residents 
of the fashionable Druid Hills sec- 
tion of Atlanta, lying in DeKalb 
county, yesterday in a petition 
asked city council to rezone the 
entire area to protect home de- 
oo valued at about $15,- 
Offered by Councilman Howard 
Haire, council representative on 
the city planning commission, the 
measure seeks to bar erection of 
any business or commercial build- 
ings in land lots 241 and 242 of 
the 15th district of DeKalb coun- 
. The only exception is a por- 
tion of Virginia avenue between?’ 
Briarcliff and Rosedale roads, 
which already has considerable 
business development. The peti- 
tion, signed by hundreds of prop- 
erty owners, was referred to the 
planning body for a report. 

Haire pointed out that the resi- 
dential restrictions under which 
purchasers originally bought their 
home sites several years 2g0 ¢xX~ 
pire on January 1, 1941, and that 
unless some protective action - is 
taken, Druid Hills will be “threat- 
‘ened with the breakdown of one 
of the most valuable residential 
districts in metropolitan Atlanta, 
and our tax values will be vastly 
reduced.” 

The proposal for zoning restric- 
tions limits future building to one- 
family dwellings with a proviso 
that business can be established 
only if 51 per cent of the property 
owners in the two land lots agree 
and sign a petition. Violation of 
the proposed ordinance would be 
punishable by a fine of $50 to $200 
and 30 days’ imprisonment. 

Atlanta has never before at- 
tempted to pass blanket restric- 
tions as drastic as is sought by 
the Druid Hills. residents, and 
some doubt was expressed yester- 
day as to the legal authority of 
the city to delegate its right to 
zone properties to citizens living 
within a certain area.

POOR MAY RECEIVE 
FREE COTTON GOODS 


U. S. Reported Studying 
Plan To Subsidize Dis- 
tribution. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 20.—(#)— 
The federal government probably 
will start subsidizing distribution 
of cotton goods to families on re- 
lief soon after the first of the 
year, persons conversant with the 
situation reported today. 

They said the plan contemplat- 
ed for such distribution was simi- 
lar to that used for surplus foods 
under the stamp program in 11 
cities. 

Although federal officials said 
they had not officially decided 
whether to place cotton goods on 
an experimental basis for distrib- 
ution, they disclosed they were 
carefully considering its merits 
and had conferred several times 
with representatives of producers, 
manufacturers, retail and whole- 
sale outlet organizations. 

However, representatives of 
cotton textile manufacturers said 
they were confident a distribution 
system would be adopted in a few 
weeks and some government offi- 
cials predicted its announcement 
before Christmas. 

Among the articles considered 
for inclusion in the program were 
work shirts, work clothes, overalls, 
towels, sheets and other products 
within the budget of low income 
families. 

The program, officials said, 
would be financed from a $14,- 
000,000 fund available for increas- 
ing- domestic consumption of cot- 
ton goods.

WOODMEN HEAR 
LUNG AUTHORITY 


Dr. Koerth Says Victims of 
Tuberculosis Need Early 
Hospital Care. 


Institutional treatment of tu- 
berculosis is a public necessity, 
Dr. C. J. Koerth, medical super- 
intendent of the Woodmen of the 
World War memorial hospital, 
San Antonio, Tex., told a group of 
Woodmen in a lecture held last 
night at the Kimball house. 

“Treatment of the disease in 
hospitals serves a double pur- 
pose;”’ he said. “It both isolates 
the infected: person, thereby pe- 
coming a great factor in the con- 
trol of tuberculosis, and builds up 
the resistance of the afflicted per- 
son.” 

The doctor stressed the neces- 
sity of early diagnosis and prompt 
treatment in a sanitarium follow- 
ing diagnosis. 

He cited estimates of medical 
authorities that at least 1,000,- 
000 persons with active tubercu- 
losis lesions continue to walk the 
streets of America. Approxi- 
mately 100,000 persons annually 
die of the disease which costs the 
publicsmore than $1,000,000,000 a 
year, he Said.

ver, the Association of Allergists 
for Mycological Investigation re- 
ported today before the Southern 
Medical Association’s meeting 
here. 

These particles are extremely 
small, about one-tenth the size of 
a grain of ragweed pollen, which 
cannot be seen without the aid of 
a microscope, but when a few of 
them are breathed into the nose 


they ma to grow and set 
or ths ivrita characteristic of 
hay fever or asthma. In the soil 
they help to gather nitrogen from 
the air to stimulate development 
of — life. 

insidious thing about such 
seihd geome is that the parti- 
cles are in the air all of the time 
and not just at particular seasons 
of the year, like plant pollen, Dr. 
Marie B. Morrow and E, P. Lowe, 
of the University of Texas, de- 
clared. 

The molds seme to move in a 
tidal wave from Texas northward 
and eastward in the grip of pre- 
vailing spring and summer winds, 
the Texas scientists said. Infec- 
tions are heaviest in the south in 
the spring and gradually spread 
over the eastern half of the coun- 


try.

“I didn’t want to-do it, but what 
else could I do?” 

“He called me at my home and 
told me he would kill me if I 
appeared against him in court,” 
she added. 

Coffman, charged with assault 
to murder in the ice-pick stab- 
bing of Miss Maddox last May 20, 
was to have gone to trial October 
9, but the case was postponed in- 
definitely because the victim had 
not recovered from her wounds. 

Fritz, in charge of the question- 
ing, constructed this story from 
her verbal statements: 

For more than a month she had 
planned to kill Coffman, having a 
pistol repaired so it wouldn't 
jam, as it did in a previous on 
tempt, and buying leaden bullet 
so they wouldn’t ricochet into 
downtown crowds, 

This morning, she said, she 
waited in a beauty shop for Coff- 
man. He came along with a 
woman, whom police did not im- 
mediately identify, and Miss Mad- 
dox followed. She said «she 
stepped up behind him, and with- 
in five feet began firing. 

She Stood Over Him. 

“She stood over him, firing in- 
to him,” said Eye-witness George 
Lawton who was sitting about 20 
feet away. “He was trying to 
hold himself up with one ‘hand 
and hollering and pleading Yor 
mercy.” 

Assistant District Attorney

Regulations Reviewed. 


The Hague rules provide that 
unanchored mines, fused to ex- 
plode on contact, may be used by 
warring sea powers, but only if so 
safeguarded as to become harm- 
less within an hour after they are 
launched, The clause permitting 
short-livéd mines was inserted to 
meet a special condition of war- 
fare. It is designed to cover the 
case of a belligerent war vessel, or 
even a fleet, fleeing from a strong- 
er enemy in close pursuit. 

Floating mines, dumped over- 
board By the fleeing craft, offer 
an hour’s leeway for escape. The 
pursuers would not dare close in 
from directly astern if they knew 
that floating mines might be 
awaiting them. Yet, The Hague 
rules require that such “unanchor- 
ed automatic contact mines” must 
be fitted to sink or become harm- 
léss within an hour after the “per- 
son who laid them céases to con- 
trol them.” 


Safety Devices Required. 


Anchored mines must be fitted 
with devices to sink them or dis- 
connect their contact firing mech- 
anism as soon as they go adrift. 
A torpedo must be similarly fit- 
ted to become harmless when it 
reaches the end of its run without 
hitting anything. 

The Hague articles further pro- 
vide, in any case, that contact sea 
mines shall not be laid “off the 


coast and ports of the enemy, with | 


the sole object of intercepting 
commercial shipping.” They re- 
quire that “every precaution” be 
taken “for the security of peace- 
ful shipping” in planting mine 
fields. 

A casual reading of the conven- 
tions makes clear the gravity of 
the charge against Germany 
brought by the British admiralty. 
The verdict of world opinion will 
be rendered on whatever substan- 
tiating evidence can be brought to 
support that charge that Nazi 
leadership, in a desperate effort to 
frighten all neutral shipping away 
from British ports, has ignored its 
obligations under The Hague con- 
ventions. 

But if floating mines sank the 
ships that went down over the 
week end, circumstantial evidence 
of their source and nature may 
soon be forthcoming. Where so 
many mines exploded there must 
be others. — 

Sooner or later some vessel will 
bring one to short inta¢t. Then it 
may be examined to determine 
what nation made it. On the ré- 
sult of such examination the. ver- 
dict of world opinion may be ren- 
dered.

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JAPANESE HOLD UP 
AMERICAN TRADE 


Businessmen Report Trouble 
With Troops at Tientsin 
Concessions. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 20.—(?)— 
The State Department took a 
grave view today of reports that 
Japanese military authorities have 
delayed the transportation of 
American goods into the British 
and French concessions at Tien- 
tsin, China. 


At his press conference, Sumner 
Welles, acting secretary of state, 
disclosed that there have been 
numerous complaints of difficul- 
ties encountered by American 
businessmen in getting goods into 
the concessions. 

In response to a question, Welles 
said he most decidedly believed 
that Americans had a right to en- 
gage in trade with the concessions. 
He added that American repre- 
sentatives were discussing ob- 
stacles to trade with Japanese au- 
thorities in Tientsin. 

The acting secretary made pub- 
lic reports from John K. Caldwell, 
American consul general at Tien- 
tsin, that Japanese had béen de- 
laying transit of American mer- 
chandise. 

Welles said that Japanese had 
required Americans to dump loads 
of coal and peanuts on the streets 
for inspection.

dead issued by the agents of the 
steamer. Previous authoritative 
estimates had placed the dead and 
missing at 140. 

The agents’ casualty list com- 
prised 40 men, 27 women and 18 
children killed and missing. 

The British declared that most 
of the sinkings- were caused by 
German mines. Berlin authorities 
insisted that German mines were 
not responsible. 

The increased rate of sinkings 
put the mine ahead of the subma- 
rine, for the moment at least, as 
the leading North sea menace to 
merchant shipping. It stil was far 
under the peak of merchant craft 
destruction in the World War, 
which in 1917 reached some 800,- 
000 tons for the month of April 
alone. 

The current menace to shipping 
was so grave, however, that about 
1,000 passengers of three Nether- 
lands liners were ordered to dis- 
embark at Lisbon, Portgual, 
rather than to travel to their 
northern European destinations 
through the mine-laden North 


sea, 
Raiders Driven Off. 


The German plane _ which 
reached London’s outskirts drew a 
steady fire from anti-aircraft 
guns. Although the craft dodged 
sheilbursts from batteries along 
the Thames Estuary’ as it flew 
over the eastern outskirts of the 
capital, no air raid warnings were 
sounded here. 

Subsequently the afr ministry 
announced that British fighters 
had chased the raider out to sea. 

In one town on the east coast, 
crowds gathered in the streets to 
watch the land and air attack up- 
on the fleeing raider. Air raid 
warnings were sounded for an 
hour in ‘some parts of southeast 
England tonight before the all 
clear signal was given. 

Although Britain and Germany 
are striking at each other’s food 
and supply lines, the food prob- 
lem in Britain is in no way. acute.

Gestapo Chief Reported Sent 
To Prague To Restore Order 


Himmler and Stormtroop Leaders Dispatched by Hitler as 
Developments Indicate Unrest May Be More Serious 
Than First Admitted. 


BERLIN, Nov, 20.—(UP)— 
Fuehrer Adolf Hitler was report- 
ed unofficially tonight to have 
sent Heinrich Himmler, chief of 


the gestapo (secret police) and 
high-ranking stormtroop leaders 
to Prague to take charge of the 
“restoration of order” in the for- 
mer Czech capital. 

Simultaneously it was reported 
that the two top Nazi adminis- 
trators of the Bohemia-Moravia 
protectorate had been summoned 
to Berlin to report to Hitler on 
last week’s anti-Nazi disorders. 

Well-informed quarters inter- 
preted. the developments as indi- 
cating that the Prague unrest, re- 
sulting in the execution of 12 
Czechs before firing squads and 


widespread arrests, might he more 
serious than the Nazis have ad- 
mitted. 

The martial law established in 
Prague and four.other districts of 
the protectorate will apply only 
to Czechs, all German citizens be- 
ing exempt, it was announced to- 
night. 

Any Czechs brought before the 
military courts on charges of mur- 
der, revolt, open violence or se- 
rious property destruction will be 
“either acquitted or sentenced to 
death.” 

Although the dispatch of Himm- 
ler, the Nazi “trouble-shooter,” to 
Prague was reported in respon- 
sible German quarters, there was 
no official confirmation of the re- 
port. 


NAZI FLYER FIRED ON

Youthful German Pilot Kill- 
ed After Being Target 
of Planes, Guns. 


ROERMOND, Netherlands, Nov. 
20.—-(UP)—A German single-seat- 
ed fighting plane crashed along the 
Roer river near here today, killing 
its youthful pilot, after being fired 


on by Dutch pursuit planes and 
anti-aircraft batteries over Nether- 
lands territory. 

Netherlands military authorities, 
who took charge cf the wreckage, 
refused to say whether the plane 
had been shot down or crashed 
while trying to escape from Dutch 
fire.

Fritz Thysen, Who Backed || 
Party, in Exile After Op- 
posing Policy. 


ZURICH, Switzerland, Nov. 20. 
(UP)—Fritz Thyssen, industrialist 
who helped the Nazi party achieve 
power in Germany, said today that 
“threatened consequences” of his 
opposition to the Reich govern- 
ment’s present policies “forced me 
to leave Germany.” 

“As a member of the Reichstag, 
I expressed myself emphatically 
against the war and the present

Thyssen declared in a letter to 
the United Press.

Thyssen said he regretted that 
articles had appeared in the for- 
eign press which neither directly 
nor indirectly originated with him 
in connection with his activities 
since he left Germany several 
weeks ago. 

After leaving Germany, he went 
first to Lucerne and then to Lo- 
carno, where he now resides with 
his wife and child.

PARIS, Nov. 20.—(4)—An air 
raid alarm was sounded in north- 
western France at 7:05 p. m. (1:05

The alarm was given after a 
day in which the Germans made 
widespread scouting flights over 
France, causing alert signals in

By adding fruits, 
vegetables and milk to her diet 
(she hadn’t been getting any of 
these!) she was better able to as- 
similate food and in one week she 
had gained five and one-half 
pounds. On the improved diet she 
continued to gain until she had 
added the 20 pounds she needed. 


Eating between meals doesn’t 
refer to drinking milk. If your 
food capacity is small and you 
cannot eat a large amount of food 
at one time, it is an excellentglan 
to have your milk between meals 
and before retiring. A_ glass of 
milk one-third cream is the gen- 
eral rule for the gainer, but whole 
milk will do very nicely. You can 
gain one pound a week by adding 
500 calories to your daily require- 
ments, and you can get 540 calo- 
ries by drinking three glasses of 
whole milk during the day. 

Another important rule is to 
have your meals at a regular time 
every day. That, of course, goes 
for everyone. But it especially ap- 
plies to the thin girls who are api 
to lose their appetites completely 
when they go past the usual meal 
hour, Missing a meal is serious for 
the thin girls whose small food 
capacity prevents them from mak- 
ing up for the missed meal. 

Begin gradually to increase the 
amount of food taken at each 
meal, You will do well to add an- 
other piece of bread and a second 
pat of butter to your usual fare, 
together with the milk in between 
meals. Your menus should always 
be built around the protective 
foods because weight is gained 
more easily on simple, nourish- 
ing meals. You should have these 
foods daily: 

Milk, fruits, cooked vegetables, 
a green salad, an egg, whole wheat 
bread, butter and baked or broil- 
ed meats. 

The extra calories for gaining 
can be supplied in cream soups, 
sauces, scalloped dishes, plenty of 
butter and cream, and in simple 
but nourishing desserts. It is very 
important that the extra calories 
be in the form of the easily di- 
gested foods which provide the 
elements necessary to high vital- 
ity. Leave the heavy, hard-to-di- 
gest foods out of the menu. All 
fried foods are hard to digest, and 
rich pastries and dessérts con- 
tribute nothing but calories.

Player Wins 
Contract

As in all types of competitive 
games, it is the steady player who 
wins most constantly at bridge 
where more contracts are fulfilled 
by careful rather than brilliant 
play. 

There is nothing particularly 
flashy about South’s play at four 
hearts in the following deal, but, 
a less cautious declarer might eas- 
ily have been upset trying to 
make ten tricks. 


South opened the bidding one 
heart, North responded one spade, 
and South rebid two hearts. North 
raised to three hearts and South 
took the contract on to a game. 


West led the Club King and 
South immediately proved to be a 
cautious player by ducking the 
first trick to prevent defenders 
from forcing dummy too early in 
the play. West continued with 
the Club Queen which South won. 

With two losing spades in his 
own hand, declarer took the spade 
finesse at once, dummy’s queen 
holding the trick. Two rounds 
of trumps followed, won by the 
Ace and King. Declarer stopped 
leading trumps.

Brady 
means slow. Bradycardia is the 
medical term for slow heart action, 
slow pulse. Sure enough, Ol’ Doc 


blood pressure. Perhaps it is just 
the nature of the animal. The 
nurse who has been taking care of 
the old geek for years says he is 
as lazy as a white dog. I take it 


there’s nothing alive that is more 
indolent than a white dog, unless 
it is a yellow dog. Tony the Wirish 
Terror, a pat on the head to his 
memory, was mostly white, with 
patches of yellow here and there, 
and some areas black and silver. 
Tony was distinctly not lazy. Why, 
when that dog wagged his tail, 
which he did most of the time, he 
wagged practically everything 
from his shoulders back.

cardia may be 60 or.as low as 50 
beats a minute when they are sit- 
ting at rest. 

We cannot attempt to account 
for the development of bradycar- 
dia in various chronic conditions, 
but a fundamental factor is now 
recognized, thanks to animal ex- 
perimentation. In fact bradycardia 
is a specific test for thiamin (vita- 
min B-1) deficiency in laboratory 
animals, and may be produced and 
corrected at will by withholding 
the thiamin alone (and no other 
factor) from the animal’s feed, and 
then corrected by addition of some 
pure thiamin to the feed. Not only 
bradycardia, but, in pigeons at any 
rate, a condition equivalent to 
heart block in the human subject 
may occur when the feed is de- 
ficient in vitamin B-1. 

Please bear in mind that this 
suggestion is a difficult one offered 
by a plodding door-to-door doctor 
who never set the world afire with 
his medical discoveries. I believe 
most persons with bradycardia of 
recent development, especially if 
the slow pulse is associated with 
low blood pressure also of -recent 
development and superfluous flab- 
by. flesh. also of recent develop- 
ment, owe their abnormal condi- 
tion to prolonged moderate defi- 
ciency of vitamin B-1 intake. Ac- 
cordingly I should advise such per- 
sons to supplement their diet with 
an optimal daily ration of vitamin 
B-complex (not pure or synthetic 
vitamin B-1, thiamin, alone), as 
by eating not less than four ounces 
of wheat germ day or by taking 
not less than six vitamin B-com- 
plex tablets daily.

We have Sheraton to thank for 
more really functional ideas, prob- 
ably, than the modernists, for all 
their talk of utility and double- 
duty. He gave us the extension

thing, and is credited with hav-

The spirit of Sheraton furniture 
pervades many a contemporary 
home. For delicate rectangular 
form, for unadorned simplicity of 
line, for lightness and grace even 
in large highly useful pieces, Sher- 
aton would seem to be the master. 
His furniture, usually of mahoge 
any, rarely had any ornamenta- 
tion beyond a slender inlaid line 
of satinwood and always.it drama- 
tized the sincere beauty of the 


straight line. 

The rectangular chair back is 
typical, usually, With a straight 
top rail and an unbroken line from 
floor to top of back, braced above 
the seat with a cross rail. Thus 
even a dainty looking Sheraton 
chair is very strong. The backs 
are varied—some have fretted 
panels, others have splats, cross- 
rails or diagonal lattices. Sheraton 
legs are always straight and slen- 
der and tapered, sometimes 
squared, sometimes round and 
reeded. The Sheraton sideboard 
has straight sides but often a con- 
vex front. 

Few Rewards. 

Sheraton’s life was anything but 
an inspiration for the creation of 
such beautiful and aristocratic fur- 
niture. He was poor and puny 
and enjoyed few rewards for his 
talent. May be he never really 
made a piece of the furniture he 
designed, for though he called 
himself a cabinet maker, it was 
his books of drawings that estab- 
lished the style we call by his 
name. He wrote and illustrated 
a series of these books peddling 
them himself. On_ the side he 
taught drawings, preached a little 
and finally died at 55, not know- 
ing that he’d won immortal fame 
with his rather pathetic efforts at 
publishing.

After four straight weeks in the 
driver’s seat, the Vols were drop- 
ped into second place in the sea- 
son’s sixth Associated Press rank- 
ing poll. At the same time the Ag- 

es, a team which Coach Homer 

orton converted from a south- 
west conference also-ran into a 
club only one game away from a 
perfect season, drew 38 first- 
Place votes, 37 seconds and 17 
thirds on 110 ballots for a total of 
963 points. 

That was enough to beat out 
Tennessee by 65 points, and even 
the Vols were hard-pressed to hold 
second. Roaring up behind them 
with a 35-6 scalping of Dart- 
mouths’ Indians came unbeaten 
and untied Cornell, whose perfor- 
mance was impressive enough to 
earn 865 points, only 33 less than 
Tennessee and 101 more than 
Southern California, which had 
been third a week ago. 

Thus the standings find the 
three top-flight all-winning teams 
at the head of the list, followed by 
Southern California and Tulane, 
each tied once, and then in order 
by five teams, each of which has 
been defeated once: 

Ohio State, which lost by nine 
points to Cornell but is out front 
in the Big Ten race; Notre Dame, 
which lost a one-pointer to Iowa; 
Duke, which blasted North Caro- 
lina out of the unbeaten division 
and out of the first 10, thus aton- 
ing for its one-point loss to Pitt; 
Iowa, which met Michigan and 
Tommy Harmon on their best day 
for its lone setback, and Missouri, 
soundly beaten by Ohio State but 
winner last Saturday over Okla- 
homa.

Dr. Wannamaker, wired from 
Duke University at Durham, N. C., 
in answer to a request by Gunter, 
but in approving participation of 
Southern Conference seniors this 
year, he added: “The conference 
will declare its position for the 
future at annual meeting Decem- 
ber 9.” 

His telegram follows: 

“Southern Conference students 
who have played their last year 
in football in college and are not 
candidates for other college sports, 
either this spring or later, may 
participate in your game without 
restriction. 

“Others may receive watches 
and blankets and if they elect to 
go to New Orleans (Sugar Bowl) 
game, tickets there and return and 
necessary expenses while there 
for game. They must not receive 
money. 

“Under these conditions I ap- 
prove participation for this year 
only.”
